Indonesia 


to be regarded os serious, Indonesia Is 
extremely young, in its present form, and 
growing pains are inevitable. Because of 
that, however, the leaders in Djnkarta 
might find it profitable to reflect. It ts 
quite possible that in the long run a 
unitary, centralised Government will be 
the best thing for Indonesin. It is by no 
means established that this is the case al 
present. Moreover, ft was in the first 
instance agreed that the federal idea: 
should be tricd out as 1 means of getting 
representative government by consent — 
throughoyt the archipelago. Tho Republic 
after haying given nominal consent to 
this experiment, has gone forward with 
precisely the programme of eentrallsation 
that it agreed-to lay aside, This may or 
may not be bad faith, but it has some 
clements of bad judgment, Indonesia fs 
desperately in need of further foreign 
loans. ‘Those loans may not be forth- 
coming unless the country is a reasonably 
good security risk People overseas, 
watching events ond judging thereby, are 
likely to demand safegunrds if duplication 
of the Macassar episode Js‘likely, and it 
Is. In other words, n' discreet word of 
ndvico in the ears of Indonesia’s rampant 
Republicans, might do a lot of good. They 
could be told that it would bo: wiser not 
to push their cause by force if thoy want 
the most favourable attitude towards 
them. If the federal experiment is to 
aucceed, readiness for compromise at the 
outset, and after that practical example, 
-will accomplish far more than the move- 
ment of troops. 


Unifying 

HE two major military revolts and a 
number of minor disturbances in 
Indonesin In recent weeks should not be 
ascribed solely to the difficulties of 1 
young and relatively wenk Government in 
keeping order, The weakness of the 
Government has been a factor, no doubt, 
but paradoxically, it in the strength of 
some elements that hay invited trouble. 
There is a very real political basis for 
some of the things that are happening. 
The agreement (hat sel up an independent 
United States of Indonesia was based on 
the concept of a federation of sixteen 
component parts, The Dutch authorities 
inslsted that some such government struc- 
ture was necessary beenuse of the widely 
diverse elements in the archipelngo and 
the fact-that many arcas and population 
groups were not willing to come under the 
rule of the Republic, centred In Java. The 
Republic insisted on a unitary Govern- 
ment, under {ls control, but eventually 
agreed to the federal idea, The Republic 
was to be the largest single component in 
the federation. Since the transfer of 
soverelynty the Republic has .systematl- 
cally and progressively dynamited the 
federation iden. By a serics of decrees 
the federal Government has attached state 
after slate to the Republic until tho 
orlginal sixteen components have already 
been reduced to four. It was against the 
strongest of theso four, East Indoncstia, 
that the latest drive was made. Naturally, 
there is spirit of resistance and the 
Mocagsor. strife and the Ambon ‘with. 
drawal”. from the Federation are not

HE hay-fever victim who 
wants to ward of this 
autumn’s sneczes and sniffles 
‘Tanust slart now, 
Hay-fever 1s due to sensitivity 
to the pollen from some weed, 
grass, or tree, usually ragweed, 
which is rife ia ‘most localities 
during the | late summer and 
early autumn. If — hay-fever 
sulfcrers start in time there is a 
good chance that they can build 
up an increased tolerance for 
this pollen during the time when 
they are {ree of symptoms so 
as to be able to meet it on more 
nearly equal terms when it ap- 
pears in the air in September.

During the hay- 
fever season, the injections may 
be given every week or two. 
Care in regulating the dosage, 
of course, $s necessary In giving 
the Injections, since reactions 
may occur if the dose is too 
large.

In an 
up-country town of Aus- 
tralia I met a young lawyer 
who had fled from Budapest 
sweeping out the office of 
the local electricity 
manoger. I could give 
dozens of other examples. 


Why do they flee? 


I asked the question 
again as I sat in the warm 
elegance of a London club, 
na decanter of Beychevelle 
"43 in. front of me. This 
time I got an answer. For 
sharing the clarct with me 
was Frantisek, (For reasons 
which will become obvious 
as you read on I am_ not 
going to give you his full 
name).

30.—The biggest obstacle to ex- 
foreign trade.is the lack of re- 


presentatives abroad to study markets and to sell 
Japanese foods, according to Ryutaro Takahashi, 
president of the Japan Chamber of Commerce and 


Industry. 


Takahashi told the United 
Press he was aware that 
Japanese overseas ofiices 
will be opened in New York, 
San Francisco, Los Angeles 
and Honolulu through SCAP 
permission but he described 
the personnel leaving 
soon as a “mere handful.” 


“Considering that exports 
offer the only means for Japan's 
recovery we must sell moro 
nbroad,”” Takahashi, explained, 
“We need trade reprerentatives 
nbroad to find out what Japa- 
nese foods’ can be sold and to 
publicise our products.” 


He pointed out that Japanese 
manufacturers have — recelved 
inquiries for goods from abroad 
by mail and submitted offers, 
but In many cases there have 
been no further developments, 


“We need trade representa. 
tives overseas to Mind out why 
no sales were reallsed in these 
Instances," Takahashi sald. 
“These representatives would be 
in n position to ascertain whe- 
ther the prices were too high-or 
whither the specifications were 
dngalistactory: They also would 
be able to give other invaluable 
information to Japancse pro- 
ducers.” 


SCAP SYMPATHETIC 


He sald prewar a good per- 
ecntage of Jarge Japanese cx~ 
porters had offices a road and 
they contributed {mmeasurubly 
to expansion of Jnpan's export 
trade. 

Takahasht explained — that 
Jnpanese consulates In the pre-

‘The present shipping rates

“The con 
sequence !s that we must com- 
pete by reduced prices on our 
commodities.” 

Takahashi sald that the Japan 
Chamber of Commerce 's ¢x- 
horting Japanese manufacturers 
to produce hith quallty goods to 
reduce damage claims from 
forelgn buyers, He added that 
{t also js urging more rigid 
Irepections of export goods by 
the Intemational Trade and 
Commence Ministry to preclude 
cumplaints,—United Press.
